fu. s.] THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
To the inhabitants of the Town of Salem qualified to vote in town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in said Salem, on 
the Second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects : 

1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the year 
ensuing. 

2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the year ensuing. 

3. To raise such sums of money as the town may think proper to pay 
the town debt, or any part thereof. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise any more money for the re- 
pairs of highways, than the law requires. 

5. To see what method the town will vote to adopt to facilitate the 
collection of taxes. 

6. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

7. By request: To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
the support of the Salem Public Library in addition to what the law 
requires. | 

8. By request: ‘To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of fifty 
dollars, or any part thereof, for the use of Gilman E. Sleeper Post, No. 
60, G. A. R., to be expended in the observance of Memorial Day of the 
year 1896. | 

9. By request: To see if the town will vote the use of Salem Hall 
two nights in each month to Salem Grange, for one year. 

10. By request: To see if the town will vote to build suitable out- 
buildings for the accommodation of the town house, and raise money for 
the same. 

11. By request: To see if the town will vote the free use of Salem 
Hall tothe American Protective Association two nights in each month, for 
the ensuing year. 

12. By request: To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of fifty 
dollars or any part thereof to be laid out at Mount Pleasant cemetery. 

13. By request: To see if the town will vote to discontinue a portion 
of the highway leading from Messers Crossing to How street in Methuen, 
beginning ata point on said highway at the northerly end of the Sand hill 
road, so-called, and running easterly on said highway to a point, at land 
of Amos. N. Webster, and if so voted, to see if the town will instruct the 
Selectmen to cause the said highway to be discontinued as such, on or be- 
fore the first day of June, 1896. 

14. By request: ‘To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to ac- 
cept, in behalf of the town,a new road,in lieu of said discontinued highway, 
whenever the same shall be constructed and put in order for public 
travel,provided the said road shall be at no expense to the town, and pass 
any other vote relating thereto.

Feb.-16; 1300: 

The library now contains one thousand and six (1006) 
volumes ; exclusive of Town, State and Provincial Papers, 
Agricultural reports, and many other valuable records. 

The circulation the past year has been 5500 volumes, 
an increase over the previous year of 1200 volumes. 
The smallest number (57) was taken June 8, 1895, and 
the largest number (174) was loaned Feb. 8, 1896. 

There has been added to the Library the past year 
216 volumes, 186 by purchase and 30 volumes by gift. 

Since the removal of the Library to its present com- 
modious and pleasant quarters, there has been a marked 
increase in the interest manifested ; and it is hoped that 
the interest will continue to increase until every family
